CONGRATULATIONS TO PETER CENGIA 


On March 12th 1982, Peter Cengia, long time resident of Oakland and 
a native of the island of Lastovo, Yugoslavia, received the highest civil¬ 
ian medal given by the Republic of Yugoslavia. At a special ceremony at 
his San Leandro home, he was presented the Gold Wreath Medal. It is in 
recognition of his work among his country-men both in America and Yugo¬ 
slavia. The award reads "By declaration of the Presidency of the Social¬ 
ist Federated Republic of Yugoslavia for personal contributions and years 
of successful work amongst our emigrants for our national liberation and 
unity, Peter S. Cengia is being awarded the Gold Wreath Medal He has done 
meritorious work in the development of Brotherhood and Unity in our nation. 
Bated September 19, 1980 Belgrade, Yugoslavia. 

The award generally is given by the president at a special ceremony in 
Yugoslavia but due to poor health, Mr. Cengia was unable to make the trip. 
The presentation was made by Yugoslavia dignitaries, Mr. Bozidar Rustic, 
Consul General and Ivica Gaspic, Vice-consul both of the Yugoslav Consulate 
in San Francisco. Nicholas Mulck of Los Angeles, Chris Radovan of Oakland 
and Mr, Zaninovich of San Pedro all gave talks on the many good works per¬ 
formed by Mr. Cengia over the years. Others in attendance were: Milan Pop¬ 
ovich of Saratoga, Professor &- Mrs. Anthony Pecotlch of Castro Valley, 
Katherine Cetinich, representing the Oakland branch of Croatlon Fraternal 
Union, Kay & Keith Peterson of Los Altos and Lucy Banicevlch of San Leandro 
Family members present were: Katherine Cengia, Peter's devoted wife for 
over 55 years, Mary Ann & Don Cavestrl, his daughter and son-in-law, Kathy 
Donahue, his granddaughter and Jennifer, Heather and Cynthia Donahue his 
great grandchildren. It was a proud moment in the life of Peter Cengia 
and his family. V/e all share the joy of this tribute to him. 

Peter has been in the hospital about 3 weeks since this presentation. 
Those of you who would like to send him congratulations and good wishes may 
write to his home address: 811 Joaquin Avenue, San Leandro, Ca. 9^5??* 

I had the pleasure of doing an oral history of Mr. Cengia last year 
and would like to share some of the history of his early life here. I have 
known him all of my life since my parents Feter and Mary Munich were also 
from Lostovo and enjoyed a lifetime friendship with the Cenglas. The in¬ 
formation will help all first generation Yugoslav-Americans appreciate the 
qualities of the pioneer emigrants and how much they contributed to the 
fabric of our American society. 

Mr. Cengia came to America in 1913 at the age of 1?. Fearing that his 
mother would not permit him to leave, he dressed for a day of work in the 
fields and instead took the ferry to Korcula where he secured the necessary 
travel documents. His father had died when he was only three. He had 
been told that he could have a better life in America and was eager for the 
adventure, never realizing how long the Journey would be. In Trieste he 
purchased a third class ticket for the 26 day trip for $25.00. He was still 
clad in his shabby field work garb. He had no bther possessions. 

He arrived in New York with JOfi and famished from having had little 
to eat for several days. He had no one to go to so spent his first night 
sleeping in a field with the cows near ^2nd street. Imagine, cows in New 
York Cityl The man tending the cows discovered him in the morning, felt 
sorry for him and gave him some bread ana beans. 



The next morning he was directed to the docks, where many immigrants 
worked and secured a job rolling heavy filled barrels. Mr. Bisby, the 
dock boss, was so impressed with his ability to do the hard work that 
he gave him $5*00 of his own money to go buy some shoes and a new pair of 
pants. This was greatly appreciated by Peter. This difficult job paid 
f14.00 a month for 7 day work weeks or 16 to 18 hours a day. He found a 
Yugoslav family with whom he could board for $4.00 a month. 

In April of 1915 he went to Los Angeles where he had heard that he 
could earn $10.00 a week working in a restaurant, which he did until 
September of 1916 when he came to San Francisco and secured a job working 
at the Palace Hotel as a bus boy earning $30*00 a month plus tips bringing 
his pay to an all time high of $5°.00 a month for 7, 12 hour days. 

He soon realized the disadvantage of his inadequate education. He 
had only one year of schooling in his native Lostovo, because he was al¬ 
ways need for helping with the farm work and later fishing. He wanted an 
education now so that he could secure a better job. He learned of private 
classes being conducted at the Golden Gate Y.M.C.A. and enrolled for $10.00 
a month and attended school from 9:00 to 11:00 each morning before going 
to work. He learned rapidly. 

He attended Saint Jerome's church near his work. One day the Mon¬ 
signor asked if anyone would serve as an altar boy. Apparently there 
were not many young boys in San Francisco at that time and it was very 
difficult to find boys to serve at the masses. Peter had been an altar 
boy in Lostovo and graciously volunteered. The rr.onslemor was very grate¬ 
ful. One day several weeks later he commended Peter to the congregation 
and because he felt Peter s hould have an opportunity for a better job, 
asked if anyone had a better job to offer this fine young lad. Fortunately, 
Mr. Henley, the man in charge of the Palace Hotel Restaurant, was in the 
congregation and asked Peter to report to his office at the Hotel. Upon 
his arrival Mr. Henley praised him and offered to start training him that 
first day as a waiter in the main dining room. His pay jumped to $50*00 
plus tips of $3.00 to $4.00 a day. Now he was in the real high pay range. 

He remained a waiter for several years serving the many famous people who 
frequented the hotel. 

He continued his education while working. Ke completed preparatory 
school and then continued at Lincoln University in San Francisco. He 
married Katherine Domich from Lastovo, who arrived in San Francisco in 
1922. By then the trip from Trieste required only 7 days of travel time. 
They bought a home near lake Merritt in Oakland where they lived for 50 
years. They had two children Mary Ann, a realtor and Peter Jr. who became 
a teacher. 

Mr. Cengla established himself in a very successful insurance business 
which he continued with until his retirement. He was helpful to all of 
his countrymen- Helping them in many ways. Also he organized people to 
collect and send badly needed clothing and other supplies to Yugoslavia 
after World War II. He and his wife sponsored and paid for 14 young people 
to come to America from Yugoslavia and established them in jobs. Many 
people are srrateful for the helpful hand extended to them by the Cenglas. 
They are YUGOSLAV-AKF.RICANS we can all be proud of. CONGRATULATIONS! 

Why not do oral histories on all of the old timers in YACO. Tape recorders 
make the job easy. The history recorded will be treasured, by future venera¬ 
tions. The histories can be typed and bound into a book for all members to 
read q. enjoy in our eventual clubhouse. We should all be proud of them.

THE PETRIC BROTHERS 


A t the European Swimming 
Championships held in Split in 
September, 1981. all three of Yugoslavia's 
medals were won by the two Petrid 
brothers, Borut (20) and Darjan (17) from 
Kranj (Republic of Slovenia). Borut took the 
gold medal and his brother the bronze in 
the 400 metres, and Borut also won the 
silver medal in the 1,500 metres. What 
made Borut's victory in the 400 metres all 
the more remarkable was that he beat the 
Soviet Union’s world-record holder and 
Olympic champion, Vladimir Salnikov, one 
of the biggest names in world swimming 
today and unbeaten over the last two years. 

"I’m not afraid of anyone," says Borut. 
"Nobody’s unbeatable. I knew we were in 
excellent form and had good times in 
training. I really believed that I could win." 

The brothers' first and only trainer is 
their father, Dr. Darko Petrii, who himself 
played waterpolo and football in his youth. 


In preparing for this competition, Darjan 
swam 4,300 km and Borut 200 km less — 
because of influenza. They train in a 25- 
metre long pool in Kranj which has only 
four lanes. 

"You need an iron will, a lot of 
sacrifice, and work, work, and still more 
work," says Dr. Darko Petrii. "My boys 
spend 5 to 6 hours in the water every day." 

Their mother takes care of their diet. 

She sees to it that they eat the sort of 
nourishing food necessary for a top-flight 
athlete. The brother’s success, as one 
reporter put it, is the result of "a family 
industry". Three years ago at the World

Championships in West Berlin, Soviet and 
American trainers agreed that Borut was a 
potential champion, but doubted he could 
achieve world-class results without their 
training methods. The chief Soviet coach 
thought that Borut should come to the 
Soviet Union if he wanted to make it to the 
top. His American counterpart said that if 
Borut wished he could make him world 
champion. Borut, however, decided to stay 
in Kranj. The Petrii brothers are quiet and 
reserved, strong characters with steely 
determination. The secret of their success 
lies both in their own natures and their 
father's wise supervision. 

After Split, Borut found himsel# ranked 
4th and Darjan 10th on the all-time world 
rating list for the 400 metres. For the 1,500 
metres Borut was in 10th and Darjan in 
17th place. In the 1981 world rating, Borut 
was 2nd in both the 400 and 1,500 metres 
and Darjan 3rd and 4th respectively.

I read about your newspaper "The 
Kalifornski" last week in one of our 
Yugoslav daily nev/spapers. 

In that text I could see about your 
life in Watsonville and your inter¬ 
esting habits, culture, daily life 
and news of our country. 

I think that I will be able to ac¬ 
quaint you with some cultural mon¬ 
uments and events in Yugoslavia. 

Firstly, I have to present myself 
to you. My name is Lara Zlatic. I 
am 24 years old. I live in Belgrade 
and I study History of Art at the 
Belgrade University. 

Recently, I traveled and sightseed 
to one of the oldest towns in the 
south of Serbia. That place is named 
Vranje. I am sending you a postcard 
and I will translate the text under 
the picture. Some of you will, and I 
hope a lot of you, will be able to re 
read Serbo-Croatian as well. 

Vranje is a town in the south of 
Serbia. It lies in a valley-river 
area called South Morava. The earl¬ 
iest mention of it dates from the XI 
century when a parish priest, named 
Vukan conquered and occupied Vranje

Bora Stankovic was born in it. He 
was a great Serbian writer. 

There are a lot of cultural and his¬ 
torical monuments commerating things 
of the stirring past, The best known 
bathing place nar here is Vranjska 
Banja.
